_ARRL applies to issue certain special call 
ui Last month under the title 
_ “Via the Back Door?" we mentioned three 
revisions to the Communications Act of 1934 
(revised) which were mandated by the 
Telecommunications Authorization Act of 1992. 
One of these reads "The Commission, for 


a purposes of providing radio club and military 


recreational call signs, may utilize the 
voluntary, uncompensated and unreimbursed 
services of amateur radio organizations 
authorized by the Commission that have 
tax-exempt status under section 501(c)(3) of 
the Internal Revenue Code of 1986". 


On October 23rd 1992 a letter from ARRL 
was hand-delivered to Private Radio Bureau 
Chief Ralph Haller, in which the ARRL request- 
ed that they be designated as the sole 
administrator of club and military recreation call 
signs. The League’s plan is as follows: 


Applicants (i.e., trustees duly authorized by the 
club to hold the license for a fixed term for the 
club, which is the licensee) would complete FCC 
Form 610-B, and mail it to the League for 
processing. The League would review the 
application to determine the eligibility of the 
club, determine the proper call sign on a 
sequential basis from a dedicated block of call 
signs, such as WC#BAA through WC#ZZZ, and 
prepare the Form 660 with the call sign. 


These would then be forwarded to the 
Commission’s Gettysburg office for endorsement 
_ and mailing to the applicant. The League would 


also forward to the Commission a data file on | 


each station in a Commission-specified format, 
with data concerning the licensee. 


Renewal and modification applications would 


be handled in the same manner as new 


applications if the Commission so desires, 
except that club and military recreation station 
call signs already issued would be preserved if 
_ the club wishes to retain the call sign. 


If the club wishes a new call sign from the 
dedicated block, it would be allowed to 
- exchange call signs at the time of renewal or 


We, modification. Military recreation station call 


signs and applications would be handled in the 
_ same way as club station applications, and the 
call signs would be issued from the same block. 


FCC Highlights

The original application and relevant records 
would be kept by the League for a reasonable 
time, should any question arise concerning a 
particular club or military recreation station; 
these records would be available as the 
Commission may direct, for enforcement 
purposes. 


As to implementation, it is stated in the 
letter that "This letter, if acceptable to you, will 
constitute a letter of intent, to be formalized at 
a later date into a final agreement, thus to allow 
the League to commit its resources and 
commence necessary preparation to become the 
exclusive club and military recreation call sign 
administrator." The Letter of Intent has not yet 
been agreed to by the Commission.

Novice Program and VEC. 

Our September column reported that on July 
18th FCC adopted a Notice of Proposed 
Rulemaking looking toward consolidating two 
existing ham radio operator license testing 
programs into one. Both the ARRL-VEC and 
W5YI-VEC submitted reply comments in this 
proceeding supporting the need to bring the 
Novice program under the VEC System. 


The League said that there is no statistical 
evidence to indicate that folding the Novice 
program into the VEC System would greatly 
reduce the number of available examination 
opportunities. They also emphasized that the 
proposal was not intended to address the 
integrity of Novice examiners, which was never 
in question. 


W5YI-VEC stated that it appeared many 
commenters believe Novices would have to 
travel to existing VEC System test sessions - 
when in reality General Class examiners could 
establish VEC System test sessions of their own. 
W5YI-VEC also suggested that the General Class 
examiner be permitted to administer Technician 
Class examinations. Noting that 73% of all 
examinees now enter at the Technician level, 
W5YI-VEC states that there can be no doubt 
that the Technician Class needs VEs more than 
the Novice level does. (Thanks W5YI Report 
December 1)

Examination Fees 

FCC announced on October 30 that, effective 
January 1, 1993, the maximum allowable 
reimbursement (testing) fee for an amateur 
license examination will be $5.60. This amount 
is based on a 3.0% increase in the Department 
of Labor Consumer Price Index between 
September 1991 and September 1992. 


German Deregulation? 

In our November column we excerpted an item 
from WSYI Report of October 1st concerning 
proposed new regulations for German radio 
amateurs. Further investigation by W5YI (See 
W5YI Report for November 15) indicates that 
the intent of the proposed changes is not 
complete deregulation, but an attempt by the 
telecommunications regulatory agency to get 
their national ham association to accept some of 
the costs and workload involved in administer- 
ing Amateur Radio in Germany. 


The text of the proposed regulations is too 
long to reproduce within the space limitations of 
this column, especially since the W5YI coverage 
includes the transcript of a telephone interview 
with Hans Berg-DJ6TJ of DARC (Deutsche 
Amateur Radio Club). Moreover, our Editors 
prefer several condensed reports in our columns, 
rather than overly-detailed coverage on a single 
item. 


"Balance" 

We receive comments, occasionally, that we give 
too much publicity to the "bad actors" of 
amateur radio. We try not to overdo this aspect 
of the news -- but deliberate and repeated 
violations of our largely self-imposed "code of 
ethics" are a different matter. Such behavior 
reflects unfavorably on all of us, and creates the 
erroneous impression that we are not as 
self-policing as we claim to be. When we run 
across an item which indicates that the offender 
is considered a pariah by his peers, and that 
eventually justice prevails, we publicize it as a 
deterrent to others who may be tempted to flout 
our rules. 


A case in point is the lead article in the 
December lst issue of W5YI Report, "FCC 
Shuts Down Sea-going Ham Pirate," in which 
the amateur community was outraged at the 
continued jamming and harassment; and 
cooperated with the authorities in pinpointing 
the source. 
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So, we will continue to help publicize this! ‘ 
kind of blatant disregard for our traditions and 
rules, in proper perspective, without pillorying — 
those who unwittingly run afoul of the — 
regulations. : iN a 


Chronic Offender Denied Ham Radio : 
License (W5YI Report, December 1) Es 
The FCC’s Review Board has affirmed .a Private 

Radio Bureau decision to deny an amateur radio 
operator license to Richard A. Burton, — 


ex-WB6JAC of Harbor City California. 


On September 11, 1981 the FCC revoked 
Burton’s WB6JAC amateur station license and 
affirmed the suspension of his operator license 
because of his willful and repeated violations. 
Burton was later found in federal court on three 
separate occasions to have transmitted in the 
amateur service without a Commission license. 
He was convicted on four counts of transmitting 
with (sic) a license and two counts of trans- 
mitting obscene language. 


The obscene language conviction was later 
overturned on First Amendment grounds. His 
four year sentence was reduced to six months 
confinement, to be followed by five years 
probation. The Burton ‘sentence was later 
modified to include therapy when he was again 
found on the ham bands operating without a 
license. 


In 1991 Burton applied to become an 
amateur radio licensee. The FCC designated the 
matter for a hearing to determine if he had the 
basic qualifications to become a Commission 
licensee and whether the grant of his application 
... "would serve the public interest, convenience 
and necessity." The judge ruled for the FCC. — 


In a November 12th decision, a Review Board 
confirmed the administrative law judge’s denial 
of Burton’s application for an amateur station 
and operator license. 


Burton’s troubles are starting all over again. 
A couple of months ago, burton was again 
indicted for making illegal amateur radio 
transmissions on May 5, -May 20 and July 6, 
1992. He pleaded innocent and was ordered to 
return for trial on November 10th. The trial 
was postponed for two weeks, too late for oN 
W5YI’s deadline. .

__ other reports. The LETTER provides timely news of interest to active Radio Amateurs. Any League 
member may subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


i EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETS. 
The ARRL Executive Committee met November 
14, 1992, in Denver. Here are some highlights: 


o Consideration of the revised Digital 
Committee report will be postponed until the 
1993 annual meeting of the Board to allow 
sufficient time for member input to the full 
Board. The General Counsel was directed to 
seek an extension of the existing Special 


Me Temporary Authority for HF packet auto- 


forwarding by designated stations of 30 days 
past its expiration date of January 13, 1993. 


o The status of various regulatory matters 
was discussed, including proposals for revised 
"business communications" rules; VEC 
administration of Novice class license exams; 
increased FCC enforcement efforts; the League’s 
comments in a study of future frequency 
requirements by the National Telecom- 
munications and Information Administration; 
and the issuance of call signs to clubs and 
military recreational stations. 


_ 0 The Committee agreed to defer consider- 
ation of the possible reintroduction into 
‘Congress of the Amateur Radio Spectrum 
Protection Act until at least the January 1993 
board meeting, in light of the changing of 
administrations in Washington and the 
uncertainty of the League’s relationship with 
the FCC under that new administration. 


_o The Ad Hoe Committee on the Amateur 
Auxiliary, which had been charged with 
reviewing and updating the Amateur Auxiliary 
_ Monitoring Manual, reported concluding that 
_the Regional Monitoring Station concept needed 
to be overhauled, and it had to be made clearer 
to participants that the Amateur Auxiliary was 
authorized to deal only with on the air 
monitoring. 


Work is continuing on revising the reporting 
procedure to place greater responsibility on the 
OO Coordinators and Headquarters, on 
clarifying liability issues, and on revising the 
manual with participation of FCC staff. 
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o The results of a mail vote by the Board to 
hold the January, 1993 meeting of the Board in 
Jacksonville, Florida were reported as eight in 
favor and seven opposed. 


o The Committee voted that ARRL will seek 
legislation to provide immunity from civil 
liability for its volunteers who perform services 
as volunteers for government agencies. A 
distinctive number will be sought for the 
legislation. 


Hams are Communications Backbone When 
Hurricane Iniki Slams Hawaii. 

On Friday, September 11, 1992, Hurricane Iniki 
slammed into the Hawaiian island of Kauai, the 
northwestern-most of the Hawaiian Islands 
chain. In a matter of hours the 51,000 residents 
experienced the effects of 165 mph winds. More 
than 8,000 people became homeless when more 
than 7,000 homes were either destroyed or 
severely damaged. The storm caused an 
estimated $1.6 billion in insured losses to both 
homes and businesses and left an estimated 
6,500 people without jobs. 


Fortunately, Hurricane Iniki did not directly 
cause any deaths on Kauai. 


Kauai Amateurs banded together on the radio 
and behind the scenes, putting on an incredible 
display of operating skill combined with a 
unique kind of aloha spirit for getting things 
done. 


From his office at the National Weather 
Service in Honolulu International Airport, 
weatherman Mike Morrow, KH6JQM, activated 
the Skywarn radio net. He was soon joined by 
Ronald Henry, N9KWW, and Bill Stookey, 
WH6EL. The Skywarn net collected weather 
observations from Amateur radio operators and 
relayed the latest weather analysis. When the 
NOAA radio failed later that day, Skywarn 
turned to Amateur Radio.

As the storm pressed on, the news media on 
Oahu reported only that "Ham radio operators 
are’ in touch with Kauai, but we have no 
additional word on damage or other status." 
With» all services knocked out and people 
huddling in shelters and homes, reports were 
few and far between. 


Safe within the basement of the Kauai 
County Building and powered by a generator, 
NH6HF’s VHF voice and packet radios became 
the last remaining links from Kauai, Liu 
apprised Ikeda of the latest storm position and 
forecast by reading the National Weather 
Service teletype bulletins. At 4 p.m., during the 
height of the storm, the mayor asked Ikeda to 
contact Governor John Waihee via Amateur 
Radio. Billy Gomban, KH6JPL, the hawaiian 
Tel ARC repeater trustee, offered the use of the 
repeater’s telephone autopatch. Liu obtained 
the repeater’s control codes from Gomban and 
initiated the repeater’s reverse autopatch for the 
governor. 


The Hurricane Passes. 

By 7:30 p.m., the storm had subsided enough for 
people to come outside and move about. All 
power and water service on Kauai was gone. 
Through the faint glow of the moon residents 
could see that many homes had lost roofs, walls, 
and contents. Driving was hampered by the 
pitch black roads, tree branches, debris and 
fallen utility poles. 


Flying to Kauai. 

Several hams were among the first relief 
workers to fly to Kauai following the hurricane. 
Motorola repair people Robin Liu, AH6CP, flew 
on a Chinook Military helicopter, and George 
Hanzawa, KH6JUU, flew aboard a Hawaii Air 
Ambulance plane to restore the state 
government radios and Emergency Medical 
System. Hawaiian Tel engineer Vince Soeda, 
KH6KW, left on another helicopter to lead the 
restoration of the island-wide and inter-island 
microwave systems. 


Oahu and the Aftermath. 

The Waianae coastline on Oahu’s western shore 
suffered extensive damage from the huge surf 
and storm tides from Hurricane Iniki that sent 
waves crashing into the second floors of the 
beachside apartments. 
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By Saturday afternoon all kidney dialysi 
patients were safely flown to Oahu. Inter-island. 
telephone service was restored by Sunda 
evening and Tel engineer Soeda credits the 
KH6JPL repeater with shaving a least a full day a 
off the repair job. All the ham volunteers ne 
returned safely to Oahu, exhausted but satisfied. Bt 


A videoconference of the Iniki efforts was. 
unlinked to the ARRL Pacificon convention in — 
Concord, California, and relayed in the ‘San 
Francisco Bay area on Saturday, October 17 
Lessons Learned. ba Ff | 
The loss of the telephone system was both a 
blessing and a curse. The Amateurs stepped in — 
immediately and provided communications to 
coordinate the emergency and relief efforts yet 
could not handle the crushing volume of 
incoming health and welfare inquiries — that 
began pouring into Hawaii. ye 


Kauai’s isolation hampered additional 
Amateurs from flying onto the island. Civil 
Defense and relief agency officials prioritized | 
and limited the initial number of Amateurs who 
could participate, due to the limited number of 
seats and also concern for personal liability. 


In an instant, the media and the general 
public became very interested in Amateur Radio. 
But the Amateurs were so completely involved 
in their relief work that, consequently, they 
were not totally prepared during the media 
interviews to present Amateur Radio in a 
concise but meaningful fashion. 


Amateur Radio operators in Hawaii nerkiried 
extremely well during Hurricane Iniki despite 
the short notice. Persistent efforts by Amateurs 
to maintain continuous radio communications 
accelerated the relief effort and ultimately 
benefitted virtually Syernene on Kauai. 


ARRL Renews Support for VEC Novice — 
Testing. The ARRL has urged the FCC to 
proceed with a plan proposed in July to 
require Novice class license examinations to 
be administered by the volunteer examiner 
coordinator (VEC) program, which now 
administers all other license class examina- 

tions. The Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
(in PR Docket 92-154 and detailed in September + 
QST, page 116), was based on suggestions made © 
by the ARRL and W5YI volunteer examiner _ 4 
coordinators. a

‘In reply comments filed November 9 the 


League addressed concerns of several groups, 
_ mainly 1) as to whether there is a perceived 
_ problem with the integrity of the current Novice 


_ examination program; and 2) that bringing 
_ Novice examinations within the VEC system 
would greatly reduce the number of available 


examinations in some geographic areas. 


The League’s reply comments stressed that 
the proposal was not intended to address the 
integrity of Novice exams, which has never been 
in question. 


As for the lack of exam opportunities in 
sparsely populated areas, the League said there 
was no statistical evidence of such. The League 


did note that the Commission has in the past 


made allowance for Amateurs, particularly in 
Alaska, in order to ensure equitable treatment 
for them compared with licensees in other 
states. 


_ Al Slater, G3FXB, Dead at 65. 


Al Slater, G3FXB, died Wednesday, November 
11, 1992, at age 65, of a heart attack. He was 
known worldwide as a premier operator and an 
ambassador for Amateur Radio. He most recent 
honor was election to the CQ Contest Hall of 


Fame. 


According to his wife, Al had been out the 
night before his death cranking down his tower 
to protect his antennas in heavy winds. He had 
retired some years ago after suffering a mild 
heart attack.

G3FXB was one of the most active HF contest 
operators of the last two decades on both SSB 
and CW and was at the top of the Mixed DXCC 
Honor Roll. He also was a mainstay of the First 
Class CW Operators Club and was a frequent 
visitor to the United States. He also had visited 
Australia and New Zealand in recent years, and 
had visisted the Soviet Union as a private 
citizen soon after the glasnost and perestroika of 
Mikhail Gorbachev. 


BRIEFS. 


o The son of ARRL founder Hiram Percy 
Maxim has died.. Hiram Hamilton Maxim, 92, 
died November 2 in Simsbury, Connecticut. 
"Ham," as he was called, was the widower of 
Alison Heminway Maxim. He graduated from 
the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
1921, returned home to work for his father, and 
took over the company, Maxim Silence, when 
HPM became a Silent Key in 19386. 


Hiram Hamilton Maxim leaves a son, Hiram 
Percy Maxim II, and a daughter-in-law, a sister, 
and three grandchildren. A memorial service 
was held November 7. 


o Publisher’s Weekly’s 1991 survey of 
technical books finds that the average price of a 
hardcover release was $46.38.

MONTGOMERY COUNTY RACES PARTICIPATES IN EXERCISE 


__ On Saturday, October 17, 1992, a joint disaster exercise was held involving Montgomery County 

_ RACES, the Mid-Atlantic DOGS (Dogs Organized for Ground Search), Medical Explorer Post 1984, 
and two local hospital officials. The scenario was an explosion of unknown origin at a high school 
with classes in session which resulted in many being injured. 


The Montgomery County Hospital Radio Net (HRN) and the Montgomery County Radio Amateur 

Civil Emergency Service (RACES) organization were activated. HRN stations at Suburban, 
Montgomery General, and Washington Adventist hospitals were placed on the air by RACES 

\_ operators, assisted by security and emergency room staff. | 


From the disaster site, communications were established with the Montgomery County 
Government Disaster Operations Room (DOR), the search teams, and the county emergency medical 
service channel (EMS 1 - simulated using an Amateur 222 MHz band repeater). These three 
communications nets were part of command and control at the disaster site. 


Thirty-two "victims" were found by the three search-dog teams. The eleven members of Medical 

Explorer Post 1984 served on a re-cycling basis as "victims." Patient status was passed by the Triage 

_ Officer, Frank Fisher of Washington Adventist Hospital, to the DOR on the triage net. Al Taylor - 

KN3U, served as the Medical Control Officer. Incoming patient information was sent over the 
Hospital Radio Net. 


During the exercise, traffic in the form of three Situation Reports was passed from the DOR to 
the State Emergency Operations Center in Pikesville, Maryland (which was conducting its monthly 
statewide communications exercise [COMMEX] in concert with the A.R.R.L. MDC Section’s 
Simulated Emergency Test). On the previous day, a real disaster occurred when the communications 
tower on the DOR building’s roof collapsed putting the DOR RACES base stations out of service. 
A temporary antenna was erected atop the nearby four-story parking garage.

Amateur Radio provided emergency medical communications and television coverage for the 
event. Three separate voice nets were operated. A medical alert net was used to notify the chief 


medical officer of runner injuries. Participants in this net were at 22 critical locations throughout — 


the 26-mile race route. An ambulance dispatch net directed the response of 19 civilian and military 
ambulances to transport injured runners to aid stations or area hospitals. Six stations in the 
hospital net alerted area hospitals of incoming patients and provided vital signs and a report of the 


nature of the injury. A packet net was also operated to pass detailed runner information as needed. 


The nets were very active, as over forty medical incidents were handled by Amateur Radio. 
Amateur television provided the Marathon Command Post with live video of the progress of the race 
from a camera mounted on a vehicle ahead of the lead runner. The chief medical officer was 
extremely pleased with the ham radio communications support provided.

AMATEUR RADIO AND THE MILITARY DISTRICT OF WASHINGTON 


As the result of recent meetings with the principal planning and operations staff of the Military 


_ District of Washington, it was agreed that Amateur Radio support could play an important role in 


Na 


supporting the Army mission of Military Support to Civil Authorities in the Washington area. 


The mission of the Military District of Washington in time of disaster or civil unrest is to 
coordinate the use of military resources as requested by civil governmental authorities. This 
coordination requires communications among a variety of agencies and jurisdictions. It is recognized 
that Amateur Radio has the flexibility to provide such inter-agency links that may not be possible 
using just the communications systems unique to each jurisdiction, and to serve as back-up and 
auxiliary means when other systems are overtaxed or rendered inoperable. 


An Amateur VHF/UHF radio antenna will be installed at the Military District of Washington 
Emergency Operations Center (EOC), located at Fort McNair, and an operating position will be 
designated. It is anticipated that emergency response communications plans will fully integrate 
Amateur Radio. The staff hopes to have the opportunity to participate in emergency drills where 
Amateur Radio support can be used. 


The Military District has responsibility for all Army installations within the District of Columbia 
and Fort Belvoir in Virginia, and for military support to the surrounding civilian communities. 
Within the next year or two, its area of responsibility will expand to include all Army installations 
from Fort Ritchie, Maryland south to Fort A.P Hill, Virginia. The planning staff would like 
Amateur Radio support to expand accordingly.

AMRAD Wows Us at November Meeting. 
At the November 17 meeting, Dave 
Rogers - N4JGQ and Sandy Sanders - WB5MMB 
of AMRAD presented an exceptionally 
interesting program on building and operating 
10-GHz gear-complete with show, tell, 
and demo. Dave did most of the talking. 
He said 10-GHz was increasing in popularity 
among hams because telcos were abandoning 
terrestrial microwave relays for satellite 
links, thereby making used 10-GHz "bricks" 
(oscillator/multiplier chain/mixer/amplifierunits) 
available at low prices. These are popular for 
weak-signal SSB work. ab 


X-band FM is even simpler and cheaper: a 
full-duplex transceiver can be built around a 
Gunnplexer: a Gunn diode oscillator and 
Schottky diode mixer in a waveguide stub. 
Units removed from service as motion-detectors 
for door-openers can be had for $10 - $35. One 
needs a regulated variable 6-10V power supply, 
a voltmeter, a 10-100 mW audio amplifier to 
frequency-modulate the Gunn diode, and an 
$8.88 wideband FM broadcast receiver to serve 
as the IF strip. Dave supplied a schematic 
showing how to hook these up with a resistor 
and two capacitors to form a complete setup. 
Some Gunnplexers come equipped with a small 
horn antenna; for more gain one can use a 
small dish.

Sophisticated Science 


Research is under way to "map" the 50,000 to 100,000 genes that make up the hereditary 
_ characteristics of a human body. Known as the Human Genome Project, research has already developed 
a crude map and probable identification of a salt-retention gene associated with inherited forms of high 
blood pressure, and a gene which is responsible for an inherited deafness called "Waardenburg syndrome." 
Once scientists know the specific location of the genes, they can design interventions to the activity of the 


culprit gene. 


Genes are strung like beads on a necklace along 23 pairs of chromosomes in a predetermined order. 
The genes transmit hereditary characteristics to their bearer. The potential for this research is staggering. 
The "gene map" would display an individual’s genetic inheritance and his susceptibility to certain diseases 
and inherited conditions. Doctors could anticipate health threats from the time of birth and provide early 
_ treatment - and possibly even the use of gene therapy to change the threats. Scientists are visualizing 
__ an automated DNA analyzer that would use only a few drops of blood from the patients finger. 


As might with be expected, there are immediate reactions to the possible abuses of such information, 
_ and some people really don’t want to know what their future may hold - even if that information might 
_ provided an opportunity to alter the outcome. We may have to make some decisions, weighing the values 


against the risks.
